In an important dressmaking establishment in New York City, 
there is a space between the front and rear building which is to 
be given over to a high class waiting room for the firm’s clients. 
This room measures 26 feet from north to south and 20 feet in 
width. There are no windows, as the room will be lighted from 
a skylight having a margin all around of solid ceiling 6 feet 
broad. 


On the south side there is to be accommodation for two large 
dressing mirrors, with suitable pieces of furniture below, which 
can be, when occasion demands, used as dressing tables. ‘The 
main entrance door will be in the center of the north wall. On 
the west wall there are two smaller doorways placed 3 feet 
from the ends of the room. On the east wall there will be a 
large sofa as the main piece of furniture. The treatment of the 
walls is left to the discretion of the student.

THE DEPARTMENT OF SCULPTURE OF THE B. A. I. D. 


The Department of Sculpture, now in its sixteenth school year, has had as successive Directors during 
this time, Mr. Lloyd Warren, and the distinguished sculptors, Messrs. John Gregory, Edward Field San- 
ford, Jr., and Edward McCartan. The list of \instructors who give their time for periods of three months 
is the register of “Who’s Who” among sculptors in New York. 


The school places great emphasis on the study of sculpture in relation to architecture. The whole third 
quarter of the school session is devoted to a study of a quarter life size architectural figure which is the 
competition for the annual Paris Prize in Sculpture. This prize has a value of $1,200 and maintains a student 
in Paris for one year, 


Architectural composition problems for scholarship run concurrently with Life and Antique Model- 
ling classes, Drawing classes and Architectural Ornament classes. The Architectural Composition compe- 
titions are open to students of any school of sculpture and are regularly participated in by students of 
Carnegie Institute of Technology and Yale University. 


The Architectural Ornament class is the foremost class of its kind in this country, and has now an 
enrollment of about seventy members. Mr. Charles G. Peters is in charge of the Architectural Ornament 
work, 


This department, in number of students enrolled, is not only the largest school of sculpture in the 
United States, but practically all the male students of sculpture in schools in New York City are en- 
rolled here. The second and third floors of the Institute building are devoted to this work, and it is the 
only department of the Institute in which actual instruction by teachers is offered.
